MACON, Ga., May 28.—(4)—Dr. 
John Brandon Peters, pastor of the 
Druid Hills Methodist Church of At- 
lanta, told the graduating class at 
Wesleyan College today that “we have 
learned how’ to work efficiently . 
but we have not learned how to work 
together, co-operatively.” } 

Dr. Peters, speaking of emphasig-on 
education, said “is sharpening our ac- 
quisitive powers rather than cultiva- 
tion of appreciation of values the func- 
tion of education? . Well, we have 
taught a whole generation of people 
the science of competition so well that 
our whole economic structure is com- 
petitive rather than co-operative.” 

“This ruthless competition is the 
cross on which we have nailed 12,000,- 
000 unemployed in America alone. 
. « « We have become a generation 
of expert laboratory technicians at 
the expense of the finer art of inter- 
pretation and appreciation.” 

The Atlanta pastor urged the Wes- 
leyan graduating class to raise their 
ideals “to the highest ideal—unselfish 
advancement of self for the cause of 
humanity.” 

Dr. Peters related instances of the 
good that great ideals have done 
throughout history and told how per- 
sons who had those ideals struggled 
against obstacles to attain their real- 
ization.

om. 

Just why Georgia darkies’ choose 
May 29 is somewhat a mystery, for 
eames} records that President Abra- 
ham ‘Lincoln issued his emancipation 
proclamation September 22, 1862, and 
decreed it shou f° into effect the 
following January 1. ~ 

However, every year since 1876, 
Thomaston has been the scene of 
’"Mancipation Day for the darkies 
hereabout and the custom has grad- 
ually adapted itself°to chauging con- 
ditions. Few ex-slaves remain now 
to lend realism to the festivities, but 
the younger generations look forward 
from year to year to the celebration 
and save their money for one gor- 
geous time. 

A few weeks before the celebra- 
tion, cooks, maids and washerwomen 
throughout this section begin ap- 
proaching their employers for gifts of 
dresses, hats and other wearing ap- 
parel, always with the explanation 
“we got to ’mancipate,’fore long, 
now.” 

White families in Upson county 
and in Thomaston prepare to do witb- 
out servants that day; farmers must 
get along without colored help in the 
fields, and. little white boys in Thom- 
aston must be content to remain in-

Pigtails are giving away 
to finger waves and honest sweat is 
absorbed by pink powder, but the 
spirit of gaiety and revelry of “the 
29th” is the same as it was in ’76.

Two Thomasville Women 


THOMASVILLE. Ga.. May 28. 
Being treed by a moccasion on the 
edge of one of the big lakes neat 
this city was the experience of two 
ladies here during the past week, 
Having heard so much about the 
eight, ten and twelve-pound trout 
that were being caught in these 
waters the two ladies visiting here 
decided to try their luck at one of 
the camps on the lake. 

They got into a boat and paddled 
into the lake. Hardly had they got- 
ten away from shore when one of 
the ladies noticed a water moccasin 
making his way out of the fish box 
which comprises part of the equip- 
ment of the lake boats. 

His presence had an electrifying 
effect on the would-be fisherwoman, 
and they rowed rapidly to the bank. 
It happened that they came close to 
a tree and in a jiffy both the oc- 
cupants of the boat made their way 
up the tree, while the moccasin re- 
sumed his contentment in the bot- 
tom of the boat. 

The ladies were rescued from the 
tree in a short time, their outcries 
attracting menfolk nearby. 
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Jack Hicks, Americus, Is 
Arrested and Charged 
With ‘Padgett Death. 


AMERICUS, Ga., May 28.—Jack 
Hicks, operator of a truck line he 
is held in Sumter county jail cha 
with the murdér of L. D. Padgett, 
who was assassinated at the Padgett 
home several miles south of Americus 


on the night of June 5 last year. Hicks! 
was arrested in Columbus and brought | 


to Americus Saturday night by Mark | 


Chambliss, a special deputy sheriff, | 
who had been working upon the case | 
in connection with a sumber of At- 
ae detectives during several months 
past. 

Hicks could not be interviewed to- 
day, reporters being informed’ that 
Sheriff McArthur was out of the city 
and that in his absence visitors would 
not be allowed to see the prisoner. 
Solicitor-General Hollis Fort, who will 
present the case to the grand jury 
when that body reassembles here next 
Tuesday, said that he was without in- 
formation regarding the evidence 
against Hicks and that he would de- 
cide after’ the examination . of this 
whether or not to. draw an indictment 
against him, 

The Padgett killing-had generally 
began to be considered as another un- 
solved mystery when the arrest of 
Hicks suddenly revived interest in the 
crime, Officere here had continued 
their investigation, aided during 
months past by a firm of Atlanta de- 
tectives retained by Padgett’s brother 
and the widow of the slain man. The 
arrest of Hicks revived gossip cur- 
rent immediately following the assassi- 
nation to the effect that the killing 
had grown out of ill feeling betweesi 
Padgett and the family of W. D. 
“ce agggp Sr., who is Hick’s father-in- 
aw. 

This alleged ill-feeling is said to 
have grown out of the attitude of 
Padgett toward the prosecution of the 
Elder Arnold on a charge of peonage 
involving John Vanover and Claude 
King in the United States district 
court at Americus four years agu. 
Padgett was active in assisting the 
prosecuting authorities. At that time 
Arnold and Padgett lived upon neigh- 
boring farms in Webster county, and 
following Arnold's acquittal Padgett 
moved to ‘Sumter county, where he 
lived until he waz killed on the night 
of June 5, 1932, immediately follow- 
ing Padgett’s return from a business 
trip to Macon. 

While he was seated before an open 
window some unknown person fired a 
charge from a shotgun into Padgett’s 
body, causing almost instant death. 
Authorities who investigated the kill- 
ing at the time were unable to find 
any clue to the identity of the killer. 

Hicks has been engaged in the 
operation of. a heavy transfer busi- 
ness in association with Drew Arnold, 
his brother-in-law with headquarters 
in Americus, during the past two 
years, and is well-known here and 
throughout this ‘section of Georgia, 
where his arrest has caused a sen- 
sation.

JAP ENVOY HINTS 
\OF PLAN. TO END 
HINESE BOYCOTT 


NEW YORK, May 28.—(4)—Vis- 
count Kikujiro Ishii, of Japan, who 
has just completed talks with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on world economics, 
may submit.to the -world economic 
conference a plan for dealing with the 
Chinese boycott against his country, 
he said today. 

The veteran diplomat emphasized, 
however, that Japan would enter the 
conference next month in “a spirit of 
mutual co-operation” and to express 
the view that “if any nation tries to 
make a profitable bargin for jtself the 
conference can’t hope to succeed.” 

He saw China’s exclusion policy as 
a threat to the entire world, however, 
and said that it was more than a boy- 
cott in the genérally accepted sense 
of the word. 

The Japanese delegates frankly said 
at the beginning of the Washington 
conversations that trade relations be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
were so satisfactory that the two na- 
tions could undoybtedly move as a unit 
at London. 

Viscount Ishii and the other mem- 
bers of the Japanese. delegation will 
be the guests of the Japan Society 
at a dinner in New York May 31, 
and will be entertained at dinner in 
Boston by the Japan Society June 1. 
They will sail from New York for 
England on the Olympic June 2.

President’s Speech Recalled.

Roosevelt said :,

reer, ended: “And the choice of mil- 
lions for the presidency of the United 
States.” 

In his speech, Baruch said: 

“In my opinion, Franklin Roose- 
velt is about to win his battle of 
the first Marne, but, if I know him, 
his last thought will be that this ini- 
tial check to overwhelming disaster 
is victory in this war.” 

Tactics of Battle Outlined. 

Addressing himself to the graduates, 
Baruch reminded them that they were 
waiting for the signal that would send 
them out in the world and “it is ap- 
propriate for a veteran, such as I, 
to tell you something of the strategy 
and tactics of the present battle as 


I see them.” 

“By the end 932,” he continued, 
“we had arriv t a condition which 
came as a result of a carefully planned 
campaign which started in 19 The 
plan failed and the ancient dogma that 
two plus two are four proved right 
again. It fell and great was the fall 
thereof. We are still bewildered 
among the ruins of that collapse. 

“Now we are under a new dispen- 
sation.

When ill health sent Corrigan to 
the west he became an editor of the 
Rocky Mountain News in Denver and 
Jater served for a time on the staff 
of the Denver Post. He aided in the 
capture of William (“Charity Bill’) 
Cook, a notorious train robber, while 
working in Denver. 

Upon hearing of a threatened war 
between Mexica and Guatemala he 
went to the latter country and con- 
vinced the natives he was such a mil- 
itary strategist that they appointed 
him a general in the Guatemalan 
army. While awaiting his uniform, 
however, the expected war fizzled and 
Corrigan started back to New York.

That means, if the same average 
is maintained, that within a year’s 
time approximately a million dol- 
lars will have been added to the 


state’s incame from a new source 


of revenue. 

And yet Georgia, where there is 
just as much beer as there is in 
Florida, gets not a penny of reve- 
nue from its sale because the re- 
cent general assembly, milling and 
mulling around in a _ long-horn 
stampede, went home without le- 
galizing the sale of 3.2 per cent 
beer, as was done by the legisla- 
tures of four of the five states 
surrounding Georgia. 

If Florida, with less than half 
the population of Georgia, can re- 
ceive a million dollars a year from 
the beer sale tax, twice as much 
could be expected to pour into the 
state treasury in Atlanta—money 
that would bring vitally needed re- 
lief to the school teachers, the pen- 
sioners and the inmates of the 
eleemosynary institutions who are 
dependent upon the state. 

Fifty thousand speakeasies have 
already been driven out of busi- 
ness in states where beer has been 
- Jegalized, according to Major Dal- 
rymple, national prohibition direc- 
tor. In “Georgia, just the oppo- 
site has happened, with 3.2 beer 
now being sold in thousands of 
business houses in open violation 
of the law. 

The pity of it all is that the 
question is not whether Georgia 
shall or shall not have beer, but 
of whether it shall be sold legally 
or illegally. With a veritable tor- 
rent of beer pouring over our bor- 
ders on every side, it will be ut- 
terly impossible to stop its sale, 

The only difference between 
Florida and other states which have 
wisely legalized the sale of this 
harmless beverage, and Georgia, is 
that the treasuries of these other 
states will benefit from a new tax 
source, while here the bootleggers 
will multiply.

Death came at 9:25 a. m. An hour

and Baptist ieader had lapsed into 
unconsciousness. 


With him when the end came were 
bis sons, W. J. McGlothlin Jr. and 
James H. McGlothlin; a brother, the 
Rev. James T. McGlothlin, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and a brother-in-law, Dr. 
William H. Williamson, of Charlotte. 

Mrs. McGlothlin was killed in the 
same wreck in which her husband was 
‘injured. At the time they were on 
their way to Washington to attend 
the Southern Baptist convention, of 
which Dr. McGlothlin was a_ past 
president. 

Near here their automobile, driven 
by W. J.. McGlothlin Jr., collided 
with that of E, A. McCann, of Char- 
lotte. McCann was fatally injured, 
dying a few hours after the wreck. 

Later today Dr. McGlothlin’s body 
was removed to Greenville, where 
Mrs. MecGlothiin was buried. Funeral 
plans had not been completed when 
the university head’s body was taken 
from Gastonia. 

Since 1919 Dr. MeGlotblin had 
been president cf Furman and for 
more than a quarter of a century had 
heen identified with the affairs of the 
Baptist church a4 an educator, min- 
ister and author.

WASHINGTON; May 28.—(/)— 
Pressed by the White House ‘to ad-' 
journ by June 10, congress planned 
to go into high gear tomorrow to 
speed disposition of ‘the vast public 
works-industrial control-taxation and 
other important measures on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s emergency program 
before the deadline, two weeks hence. 

The chief execctive. plans to send 
to Capitol Hill before the week-end 


the last of his emergency proposals 
—requesting powers to negotiate re- 
ciprocal tariffs. In addition, congres- 
sional leaders expect him to send a 
message reporting developments in his 
war debt discussicns with foreign rep- 
resentatives, but not requesting legis- 
lation. 

The controversial tariff question, 
piled on the already crowded calendars 
of both houses, may prolong the extra 
session to June 17 by reason of the 
opposition arising to the remainder 
of the Roosevelt program. 

The house tomorrow tackles the ad- 
ministration’s latest proposal, the 
Steagall-Fletcher bill, cancelling the 
gold clause in all public and private 
contracts, and making the contracts 
payable in legal tender Jl'inal action 
is not expected until Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, the senate begins con- 
Sideration of. the much disputed and 
independent offices 
supply bill, reducing expenditures for 
veterans by nearly half a billion dol- 
lars and giving the president power 
to cancel contractual obligations. 

Hearings are to be resumed before 
the senate finance committee tomor- 
row on the $3,300,000,000 public 
works-industrial bill, with opponents 
to the Marland-Clapper oil industry 
control provision to have their say. 

*An attempt is to be made by Sef- 
ator Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, 
to have the $220,000,000 income and 
gasoline tax program in the bill sup- 
planted by a general manufacturers’ 
sales levy, which failed in the house. 
In the event Senator Harrison, demo- 
crat, Mississippi, chairman, does not 
permit the finance committee to ac- 
cept the sales levy, Reed plans to 
carry the fight to the senate floor. 

House democratic leaders today 
planned to go ahead with the admin- 
istration’s railroad reorganization bill, 
passed yesterday by -the senate, bunt 
amendments tacked onto it there fore- 
shadowed trouble for this legislation. 
Administration advocates of the bill 
claim that senate restrictions on the 
discharging of employes by railroads 
would render it ineffective. 

After acting on the independent of- 
fices supply bill, the senate will take 
up the house approved $2,300,000,000 
home mortgage refinancing bill. It 
plans to expedite action, also, on the 
“gold clause” and arms embargo reso- 
lutions.

Louis Levitas, of Atlan- 


ta, Named President. 


Organization of: a Georgia B'nai 
B'rith council was perfected -at the 
Ansley hotel roof Sunday afternoon 
when more than 600 Georgia Jews at- 
tended the first statewide B’nai B'rith 
conference ever held, 


Louis J. Levitas, of Atlanta, was 
named president; G. M:. Michael, of 
Athens, vice president; Leon Kletzky, 
of Atlanta, secretary, and Joseph 
Loewus, of Atlanta, treasurer. It 
was voted to hold a second conference 
next year at some city to be desig- 
nated later, 

Sunday’s session was featured by 
addresses by Herbert H, Lehman, gov- 
ernor of New York; Paul Block, prom- 
inent newspaper publisher ; Frank A. 
Constangy, president of ‘Gate City 
Lodge No. 144, which sponsored the 
state meeting, and Richard EK. Gut- 
stadt, director of special activities 
B'nai B'rith, Chicago, Il. 

Governor Lehman brought greet- 
ings from the New York B’nai B’rith, 
of which he is a member, and declared 
that there is a need for uniform deter- 
mination among the Jews to render 
service in “the affairs of the state, 
nation and our own faith,” this serv- 
ice to be rendered to those in need 
because of. persecution or weakness. 
Editor Block pleaded, for a united 
Jewry: 

Mr. Gutstadt, speaking on the Jew- 
ish situation in Europe, said that no 
militant or vindictive attitude should 


be combated by a united Jewry, work- 
ing along educational lines, 

He asserted_that the German situ- 
ation has not been exaggerated but 
that an organized campaign of propa- 
ganda has been launcled to popular- 
ize Hitler as the dictator of German 
affairs. “Organized propaganda is 
emanating from New York in an ef: 
fort to popularize Hitler and his phi- 
losophy and to betray the American 
people into thinking that the revela- 
tions by American newspapermen and 
writers of international repute and 
‘prestige are merely the-paid distor- 
tions of a subsidized American press,” 
he said. 

Speaking of negotiations, between 
United States officials and leaders of 
the B'nai B’rith and the American 
Jewish committee, he said, “the lead- 
ers of the joint committee who are 
outstanding representatives of Amer- 
ican Jewry have viewed with regret 
expressions of dissatisfaction over 
Washington's attitude. It has been 
recognized as the manifestation of 
an intense emotional pressure, but 
in view of the very .friendly part 
played by the secretary of state, it 
is none the less regrettable.”

UN LONDON TALKS 


Program Assuming Form 
as Delegates Prepare for 
Departure. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(7)—A 
definite American program for inter- 
national action at the world economic 
conference took shape tonight as the 
delegation—still incomplete—packed 


trunks for the departure toward Lon- 
don Wednesday. 

World developments, meanwhile, 
were gravely surveyed by Secretary 
Cordell Hull and his fellow officials, 
all of whom refrained from optimis- 
tic public predictions and privately 
conceded that plenty of hard work and 
headaches are ahead at London. 

Besides seeking stabilized exchanges 
and universally lowered trade bar- 
riers at London, President Roosevelt's 
representatives will seek action to ac- 
complish on a world-wide scale what 
is already under way here. 

The United States will endeavor to 
enlist other nations in the bold price- 
raising program launched in this coun- 
try by virtue of the Roosevelt mone- 
tary,.farm relief and industrial re- 
covery legislation. 

Although there will be no attempt 
to dictate details of domestic measures 
to foreign governments, the Roose- 
velt policies are regarded here as re- 
quiring either unified international ac- 
tion or a new and highly significant 
policy of isolation in order that this 
country may work out its domestic 
plan without interference.

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Who Would Ever Suspect the Apricot Glaze? 


BY FLORENCE La GANKE. 


French pastry always has an ap- 
peal to the woman’ who is lunching 
down town or in the smart tea shop 
in the suburbs. Many a woman has 
tried to equal the gay little tarts in 
her own kitchen. And many a wom- 
an has failed. 

The shining smartness of the tarts 
is due in part, at least, to the glaze 
which is put over the fruit after it is 
m the tart. 

The procedure is like this. 

First the tart shells are baked. 
They may be fluted by baking them 
in the fluted little tart tins. ; 

Or they may be made _ straight 
sided by fitting the pastry into the 
inside of muffin tins. 

It is a little more difficult to get 
an attractive edge when this is done 
for the pastry will persist in slipping 
down the sides. There is no edge of 
tin to fold them over. — 

After the tart shells are baked they 
may have a spoonful of thick, rich 
custard topped with uncooked, sweet- 
ened fresh fruit. Or the fruit, such as 
plums or pears may have been poach- 
ed in boiling water for a moment or 


two. : 

But the glaze does the trick. 
That is made of a mixture of apri- 
cot puree cooked with once and a 


half again as much sugar to a rich 
syrup.

THE IRON DERBY AGAIN. 

They’ve done some things to the Iron Derby this year. The 
boys on the long 500-ntile grind can use just six gallons’ of oil. 
In past years they used oil recklessly, so much so that the sur- 
plus of it was on the track, making the brick slippery. 

It would be fun to be there and see them once more; 

to watch the pits. That’s where there is action. They 

signal the drivers with huge blackboards. On them they 

chalk information in code—sometimes just old-fashioned 
words and phrases. The driver signals that he wants to 
know what his position is and how his time is holding up. 

He gets a big “‘O. K.”’ in letters a foot tall, or “slow” or 

“‘fast’”’—wherever it is. 

When the driver wants gas he points, as he whirls by at a 
mere 110 miles per hour or thereabouts, to the tank. And the 
pit gets busy. Races are won and lost in that pit. When he 
comes around again he pulls in and in a few split seconds the big 
funnel is flung in amd the gas goes gurgling down—and he’s 
gone. Maybe he signals for a tire. And it’s ready—and on in 
a few seconds—and he’s roaring off. 


NOT A MORBID SHOW. 

It isn’t a morbid show—this great spectacle which outdraws 
all other sport events. It has its share of sudden death and 
terror as does any other sport. But there is a fascination about 
it that no other sport has—killing speed maintained across a 
stretch of four hours—screaming, whirring tires, the stench of 
castor oil and gasoline fumes and over it all the constant, 
throbbing roar of the engines. 

They are cutting down on oil so that the builders of 
racing cars will have to build engines that will maintain 
high speeds and use little oil. Your stock car came out 
of the brick oval at Indianapolis. I was there the first 
year they used a four-wheel drive car. It was a curiosity 
then. It didn’t finish the race. And now the four- 
wheel drives finish up in front and in a‘few years there 
will be more of them in_stock cars. 

They raced for a while with one-man cars. Now -they are 
required to carry ‘“‘cooks.’’ Which is the track argot for a 
mechanic. He pumps the oil and watches the speed and the 
position so that the driver can keep a heavy foot on the gas 
and let her go...

Texas 
dry conditions were relieved by good 
rains, fair weather in the central belt 
greatly facilitated cultivation and the 
crop made generally favorable prog- 
ress. 

On the other hand the market was 
supported by favorable reports of ac- 
tivity in the cotton goods markets 
and the large increase in mill takings 
of raw cotton.

WAGES ARE RAISED 
AS PRICES ADVANCE 


Employment Gains Noted 
in Varied Lines; Steel, 
Power, Retail Trade 
Lead in Upturn. 


By HIRAM HERTELL. 
NEW YORK, May 28.—(?/)—Strid- 
ing forward with more confidence, 
business again advanced during the 


past week. 

Spurred by the administration’s 
program for raising prices, most 
lines of productive and distributive 
activity showed improvement, and at 
some points manufacturers have be- 
gun to raise wage scales. 

An increase in employment was re- 
ported especially from those centers 
devoted to the production of steel and 
allied products, automobiles, textiles, 
rubber goods, shoes and leather, lum- 
ber, and the brewing supply indus- 
try. 

Steel output, electric power produc- 
tion and retail trade were among the 
stellar performers during the past 
week in the country’s favorite drama, 
better business. 

Spurting 3 points, steel operations 
last week arene 43 per cent of ca- 
pacity, according to the magazine 
Steel, which also noted and encour- 
aging broadening of the entire iron 
and steel market foundation. 

Electric _power production con- 
tinued its rise for the third- week. 
Output was 3.3 per cent ahead of the 
corresponding period a year ago, 
whereas the previous week's compara- 
tive gain was 2.2 per cent, and two 
weeks ago only 0.5 per cent. 

Railway loading of vag omc freight 
for the latest ye ble week May 
20, stood at 531,618 cars, an fle 
of 523 cars over the previous week 
and 15,990 or 3.1 per cent over the 
same period of 1932. This was the 
second successive week to show an in- 
crease Over a year ago; in the week 
ended May 13 the improvement 
amounted to only 2.6 per cent. 

Last week’s automotive output, as 
estimated by Cram, declined mod- 
erately. from the preceding period 
thus interrupting an upward tren 
which had continued for nine succes- 
sive weeks. Output was placed 4t 
52,000 units, a decline of 3,801 from 
the previous week’s volume. 

mereantile reviews empha- 
size the indication that among the 
large department stores and specialty 
shops, May turnover will ape 
surpass the volume of May, 
Many of the large stores, it is report- 
ed, have achieved the best operating 
basis in at least two years. 

The wholesale market last week en-
